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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

The Examiner made a restriction requirement during a telephone call with Atty. 
Judith Byorick on March 31, 2005. Given the fact that claims 55-75 have been found 
allowable over the prior art of record (as set forth and explained below) and because 
independent claim 1 (and dependent claims 2-54) disclose the same allowable subject 
matter, the telephonic restriction requirement is withdrawn and claims 1-75 are passed 
to issue 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-75 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance; 

The references alone or in combination fail to teach the following: 

1 . a condensation reaction between a diacid, a monoacid, and a 
diisocyanate forming a tetra-amide, and 

2. a condensation reaction between a diacid, a monoacid, and a 
diisocyanate forming a tetra-amide which is admixed with a colorant to 
form a phase change ink composition. 

The closest reference of record is Frihart et al (US Patent 4,830,671), which teaches a 
tetra-amide, but does not teach the method of making the tetra-amide as set forth in 
Applicant claims 55 and 1 . 

Therefore the references are not seen to teach or fairly suggest the claimed 



invention.
